LETTER TO RATEPAYERS 
RE SIDEWALK PROJECT 


It has been brought to the attention of the Town 
Council that the Notice of Intention to Undertake as 
a Local Improvement tl\e construction of cement side¬ 
walks in the Town of Vulcan, which was published in 
the June 3rd and 10th issues of the Vulcan Advocate, 
did not make it sufficiently clear to some of the rate¬ 
payers in the Town the manner in' which to register 
their objections to the proposed scheme should they 
desire to do so. 

Property owners may register their objections to 
this scheme either individually by advising the Secre¬ 
tary Treasurer by letter or collectively by obtaining 
the signatures of a majority of the owners on the side 
of th block where the proposed sidewalk is to be plac¬ 
ed and mailing or handing it to the Secretary Treasur¬ 
er on or before the 24th of June, 1954. (Unless a maj¬ 
ority of the owners fronting on the proposed improve¬ 
ment representing at least one-half of the value of 
such lands, excluding all improvements thereon, object 
to the proposed scheme, the local improvement will be 
undertaken and the TOTAL COST thereof levied 
against the abutting property by a special frontage 
tax which will be spread over a ten year period.)
